Its home l* in the w ild South Ameri- 
iii woods, where, m ingled w ith the 
screaming of parrots, m acaws and other 
tropical birds, is heard its monotonous 
•ry,

it* name is probably derived. 
It is a 
fruit eater, and clim bing among the 
branches it gathers its food w ith its 
ng beak, whose strength no stem can 
resist. 
The toucan nests in trees, and it is
